WASHINGTON, January 31.—Dr. Norvin Green, 
president of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, addressed the Senate committee on post 
Offices and post roads in opposition to the pro- 
posed Government control of the telegraph. He 
said that unless there was something defective in 
the service rendered there seemed to be no reason 
why the Government should take hold 
of the telegraph. He maintained that 
we had telegraphic facilities in a larger 


proportion to our population, and a better and 
cheaper service thaiPany country in Europe. He 
was prepared to substantiate that in a careful in- 
vestigation.

He 
threatened to take Koebel’s tub away from him 
by way of retaliation, and wwebel of- 
fered resistance. They fought, and 
after they had thumped each other awhile 
Koebel broke away and seized a large Kuife 
which was near by, with which he made a blow 
which tore open Meyer’s chest. Berger, whois a 
friend and room-tmate of Meyer, rushed forward 
and got his arm around Koebel’s neck, for the 
purpose of disarming him, but Koebei twisted 
himself loose and administered four stabs to Ber- 
ger, alter which he ran off and leit the case to the 
police. 

Koebel is a young man, and his home was close 
to Lhe luiterseciion,of Victor and Barton streets, 
The wounded men are cach 23 years of age, and 
their boarding place was No, 420 South Second 
street.

At any rate unless something is done 
for our asylum pretty soou there will be a deplor- 
able state oi affairs there, for the patients are 
packed iu like sardines in a box.

The choice of a location for the Cenvention 
is not going to be determined by any bar- 
gains or combinations made outside the Na- 
tional Committee, The chief value of Mr. 
SINGLETON’s movement is that it shows a 
wholesome fear of St. Louis, and this gives 
us an assurance that St. Louis is in the lead, 

Our position can only be strengthened 
by an opposition which savors of bargain 
and intrigue. The reasons on which St. 
Louis bases its hopes are directly in 
conflict with such suggestions. Our cen- 
tral position does not count for so much, 
because after a delegate gets into a Pullman 
car it does not matter much whether he 
travels two or three hundred miles further 
or not. All competing cities are prepared to 
receive the Convention and to treat its mem- 
bers well. 

But St. Louis has one claim which is not 
enjoyed by any other locality. That is that 
in St. Louis alone the Convention will be free 
from the influence of local or sectional or per- 
sonal pressure. 

The Conyention must represent the inter- 
ests of the whole party, not of any one sec- 
tion nor of any one candidate. Here is 
where the advantage of St. Louis comes 
in. Missouri has no favorite son, no candi- 
date, no local interest of any kind. All she 
desires is the nomination of the best ticket 
and the success of the ticket. The nominee 
of the party is her favorite son; the party 
platform has her support because it is the 
platform of the Democraiic party. 

When these consiaerations are properly 
presented before the National Committee, 
the cliques and combinations will fail, and 
the Convention will come to St. Louis. 


THE NATIONAL HAZING SCHOULS. 

Is hazing at Annapolis the regular occu- 
pation of the cadets, or is it only an occa- 
sional amusement? From time to time we 
hear of fresh outbreaks of the hazing fever, 
but from the shape in which the news comes 
we ure led to believe that the practice is go- 
ing on continually and is discovered only 
oecasionally. The impression given to the 
people is thatat West Point and at Annapo- 
lis they pay out several hundred thousand 
dollars a year to confirm a limited number 
of vicious young barbarians in their vice 
and barbarism. 

The press of the country has its proper 
share of fun at the expense of the colleges 
which educate young men in boating and 
base ball. But these colleges are not sup- 
ported by money taken by the Government 
from the pockets of the tax-payers. 
T hey are not responsible to the 
public in the same way as our Govern- 
ment schools are,and moreover there is nota 
college in the land which permits itself to be 
disgraced by the insubordination, the puer- 
ility and savagery which are among the 
regular features of education at West Point 
and at Annapolis. As the youngsters who 
go to the Government colleges donot differ 
in their nature from the undergradhates of 
other colleges. the marked and humiliating 
difference in the results obtained can come 
only from the stupidity of the system which 
prevails. The evils have continued only too 
long and t he sooner West Point and Annap- 
olis are taken out of the middle ages and 
brought down to modern times the better. 


SENTIMENTAL PENSIONS. 

The House Committee on Pensions favora- 
bly reported a bill granting a pension to 
Mrs. MEIKLEHAM, the only surviving grand- 
child ef THOMAS JEFFERSON. But a minor- 
ity, four of the members, united in a minori- 
ty report in which they plead earnestly and 
forcibly against the granting of civil pen- 
sions, as a departure from the. traditional 
policy of our Government. They speak of 
the Act of 1869 providing pensions for super- 
annuated Federal Judges, and the act of the 
last Congress pensioning widows of deceased 
Presidents, as innovations to be regretted, 
as the only preeeaents for allowing pensions 
on account of other than services in tne 
army ornavy. While conceding the claim 
Mrs. MEIKLEHAM has on every patriotic 
heart, the minority of the Committee would 
not have our Government repudiate all the 
teachings of JEFFERSON, and for the relief 
of his grand-daughter set up a civil pension 
list on an hereditary basis. How he would 
have shrunk from such ah introduction of 
monarchie usages, hereditary distinctions 
and privileged classes, all readers of his 
writings knew. “The minority report says: 

Let us imagine, if we can, Jefferson, with all bis 
love for pure Republican simplicity and his hatred 
of all class legislation, favoritism and monarch- 
ical tendencies, a member of this House. aye, of 
this Committee, and a similar proposition before 
it. Does any one doubt what his course would 
be? His seal of condemnation would be placed 
upon the principle involved in such forcible and 
unmistakable language a8 we sincerely regret we 
have not the ability to employ in the condemna- 
tion of this measure. 

We got along for nearly a hundred years 
without a single civil pensioner. The patri- 
ot Statesmen who founded our Government, 
made our Constitution and moulded the in- 
stitutions that have perennially shed such 
blessings on us, never dreamed of claiming 
or receiving a pension for their services. 
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and nearly all of them died poor, but any one 
of them would have been shocked at the idea 
that his services were to be made by coming 
generations the foundation and excuse for 
engrafting upon our Republic such an aris- 
tocratic institution as a class of pensioners 
by right of descent. Ifthe present genera- 
tion pensions Mrs. MEIKLEHAM, a richer 
succeeding generation, of still more aristo- 
-cratic sentiments, may by general law pro- 
vide pensions for all the descendants of 
revolutionary worthies, civil and military, 
or for such of them as may be poverty- 
stricken. This MEyKLEHAM precedent 
lays all the foundation required for such leg- 
islation. 

It is a National shame that so many mill- 
ions of the public money are squandered up- 
on unworthy objects, or fraudulently con- 
verted to their own use by jobbers, while 
the descendants of men to whom we owe 80 
much are in want. But the existence of that 
wrong does not justify another, certainly 
not such a dangerous departure as is im- 
plied in this pension bill. 


— — 
ADDING TO THE EXPENSES. 

As suggestions for spending the Govern- 
ment’s money are now in order, it is small 
wonder that a suggestion is made that the 
Government appropriate a ha'f a million of 
dollars for militia purposes. A half a mill- 
ion is not much for a militia, but, of course, 
if it was found to beinsufficient the appro- 
priation could be increased, and by a proper 
disregard of economy we might succeed in 
spending a good many millions. 0 

One reason why we want to see Demo- 
cratic rule established in Washington is be- 
cause it would put a stop to the multiplicity 
and variety of expenditures which are 
springing up Iike weeds in a pasture. The 
National Goverument has no more business 
setting up State militia organizations than it 
has starting Chinese tea gardens in South 
Carolina or flower gardens in Washington, 

Instead cf devising new means of spend- 
ing the people’s money, the Democratic party 
is in favor of devising some means of stop- 
ping the prevalent waste. 


Ir must have surprised and pained the 
good Governor CRITTENDEN to learn from 
the columns of the Post-DisPpatcH that Mr.

BISHOP RYAN. 


The Eminent Clergyman Talks About 
Boman Catholic Church Mattters. 
Ry Telegraph to the Post Dispatch. 

NRW YORK, January 31.—Bishop Ryan of St. 
Louis arrived on the City of Berlin Monday, and 
is now stopping at the Everett House. This dis- 
tinguished prelate took part ip the recent counci! 
of American ecclesiastics in Rome, and has been 
created Archbishop of the provinee of St. Louis 
(coadjutor to the aged Archbishop Kendrick), 
Bishop Ryan will not assume the new title until 
he receives the formal letter of app ointment from 
the Vatiean. To a reporter who crossed the At- 
lantie with him, the bisbop said that he had fears 
least a dispaten relating to one of bis sermons, 
which was sent to America from Dublin on the 
6th inst., might mislead some peopie iu the United 
States. He slated positively that not 
one word lrish or Irish American 
politics was spoken at the Koman meeting 
of the American prelates, What the bishop said in 
his Dublin sermon had reference to past epochs 
in Irish history, and to possible future repetitions 
of them, but not of present political difficulties.

The Downing high license law has been in full 
force now for some time, and although it is not 
old enough yet to warrant a comparison that 
would justify a correct judgment of it, still suffi- 
cient time has elapsed since it went into opera- 
tion to make a comparison -of its results with the 
results of the previous liquor law at least inter- 
esting.

A Couple of St. Louisans Trying to 

be Siamese Twins. 

The Interesting Operation Performed by 
Dr. Goodman in an Eleventh Street 
Boarding House The “Twins” Eat and 
Sleep Together — How the Success of 
the Scheme was Prevented. 


Some men are a)waysjwilling to become martyrs 
of scjence, provided they can be induced to think 
there is money in it. A peculiar case, illustrative 
of this, happened.in St. Louis not very long ago. 
A young physician—Dr. Goodman—who lives in 
the vicinity of Pine street and Jefferson avenue. 
conceived the idea that he could manufacture 
Siamese twins by a very simple surgical opera- 
tion. He could even be more capricious than 
nature sometimes is, iu her wildest freaks. He 
could take two persons of the same or opposite 
sex, varying greatly in age, and unk them to 
gether for life. In short, he thought he 
could bind any two persons together by 
a tle closer than that which “binds us 
to our homes,” or holds the loving 
couple whoembark together on the sea of life.

OYSTESR-UPENESS. 


* 
Men Who Have Great Records—New 

York and Baitimore Methods. 

The oyster-opening matches now being ar- 
ranged in certain seabuard cities nas attracted at- 
tention to the subject. Oyster-openers claim to 
be artists, and their rank in respect to each oth- 
er is determined by the rapidity and cleanness of 
their work. One of the famous oyster-openers of 
the past was Bob Glenn, who formerly 
flourished in New York City, and 
whose record has never deen reached. 


Glenn has been known to open 8,400 io ten hours. 
Any amateur who has ever undertaken to open 
even a dozen oysters, with dire results to his cu- 
ticle, ought to be able to appreciate Glean’s dex- 
verity. The experts of New York City have a ait- 
ferent system of opening and counting their oys- 
ters from that which obtains among those of Bal. 
timore. The system in New York is calied the 
“straight cut,” that in Baltimore is denominated 
“sculiing.” A third method is known as “stab- 
bing.“ The straight cut opener breaks off the end 
of the shellon his block and then inserts his 
Kulfe aud loosens the oysier, but leaves 
it intact. The sculler dispenses with 
the breaking off process, and is 
indifferent to whether he mutilutes the bivaive or 
not. The siabver 1 bis Kulfe auy- 
where between the jaws of the shell and with an 
upward twist looscus it. The New York artist 
counts his work by the result of a day’s work, the 
Baitimorean fallies every one hundred that he 
opens. The New Yorkers insist tuat every oyster 
opened shall be intact; the Baltimoreans op the 
other hand are only anxious to open as many hua- 
dreds as possible, and it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence to him if every oyster is hacked to pleces or 
not. It may — be inferred which method is 
more popular with lovers of the succulent mollusk. 
Tue foregoiug tacts were obtalued from state- 
ments made to a PostT-DisPpATCH reporter by 
Patrick Carmody, the expert wo presides at the 
oyster counter at Faust’s. Carmody is a New 
Yorker and naturally takes great pride in the 
men of his native city. He claims to have opened 
ais many as seveu thousand oysters in ten pours. 

He is regarded among his own profession as one 
of the crack oyster openers of the 
country, but 18 unwilling to An- 
nounce himself as open to a challenge. 
Among the oyster openers of New York Clty who 
rank highin his sveem, are bis brother John
